. Mr. Speaker laid before the House a copy of the Speech delivered by the President 
of the United States to both Houses of Congress, in the Senate Chamber, as followeth: 


Fellow Citizens of the Senate and House of Representatives - 


I embrace, with great satisfaction, the opportunity which now presents itself, of con- 
gratulating you on the present favorable prospects of our public affairs. ‘The recent ac. 
cession of the important State of North Carolina to the Constitution of the United States, 
(of which official information has been received 3) the rising credit and respectability 
of our country ; and the general increasing good will towards the Government of the 
Union ; and the concord, peace, and plenty, with which we are blessed—are circum- 
slances auspicious, in an eminent degree, to our national prosperity. 

, I resuming your consultations for the general ood, you cannot but derive encou- 
| Tagement from the reflection that the measures of the lusi session have been as satiafac- 
tory to your constituents as the novelty and difficulty of the work allowed you ò hepe. 
Still further to realize their expectations, and to secure the blessings which a gracious, 
Providence has placed within our reach, will, in the course of the present important 
Session, call for the cool and deliberate exertion of your patriotism, firmness, and wis- 
dom. 
Among the many interesting objects which will engage your attention, that of pro- 
viding for the common defence will merit particular regard. To be prepared for war 
is one of the most effectual means of preserving peace. ; 
„© A free People ought not only to be armed, but disciplined ; to which end a uniform 
“and well digested plan is requisite : and their safety and interest require, that they should 

prorhote such manufactories as tend to render them independent on others for essential, 
, Particularly for military supplies. : cube 

The proper establishment ofthe troops which may be deemed indispensable, will be 
entitled to mature consideration. In the arrangements which may be made respectin, 

` it, it will be of importance to conciliate the comfortable support of the officers and sol- 
diers with a due regard to economy. ; 

There was reason to hope that the pacific measures adopted with regard to certain: 
-hostile tribes of Indians, would have relieved the inhabitants of our Southern and West- 
ern frontiers from their depredations. But you will perceive, from the information 
contained in the papers which I shall direct to be laid before you, (comprehending a 
communication from the Commonwealth of Virginia,) that we ought to be prepared to 
afford protection to those parts of the Union, and, if necessary, to punish aggressors. 

The interests of the United States require that our intercourse with other nationg 
should be facilitated by such provisions as will enable me to fulfil my duty, in that, ` 
respect, in the manner which circumstances may render most conducive to the public 
good ; and, to this end, that the compensations to be made to the persons who may þe 

`~ employed, should, according to the nature of their appointments, be defined by law ; 
and a competent fund designated for defraying the expenses incident to the conduct of 
our foreign affairs. 

Various considerations, also, render it expedient that the terms on which foreigners 
may be admitted to the rights of citizens, should be speedily ascertained by a umforrh 
rule of naturalization. i í i 

Uniformity in the cwrency, weights, and measures, of the United States, is an object 
of great importance, and will, I am persuaded, be duly attended to. 

* The advancement of agriculture, commerce, and manufactures, by all proper means, 
will not, I trust, need recommendation. But I cannot forbear intunating to you the 
expediency of giving effectual encouragement, as well to the introduction of new. and 
useful inventions from abroad,, as to the exertions of skill and genius in producing them ° 
at home ; and of facilitating the intercourse between the distant parts of our country, 
by a due attention to the post office and post Toads, — E f i 

Nor am I less persuaded that you will agree with me in opinion, that there is nothing 
which can better deserve your patronage than the promotion of science and literature. 
Knowledge is, in every country, the surest basis of public happiness. In one in which, 
the measures of Government receive their impression so immediately from the sense of 
the community, as ın ours, it is proportionably essential. To the security of a free 
Constitution it contributes in various ways : by convincing those wha are entrusted with 
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ublic administration, that every valuable end of Governiment is best answered by 
te Uilightened confidence of the People, and by teaching the People themselves to 
know and to value their own rights ; to discern and provide against invasions of them ; 
to distinguish between oppression and the necessary exercise of lawful authority ; be- 
tween burthens proceeding from a disregard to their convenience, and those resulting 
from the inevitable exigencies of society; to discriminate the spirit of liberty from that 
of licentiousness—cherishing the first, avoiding the last, and uniting a speedy but tem- 
porate vigilance against encroachments, with an inviolable res ect to the laws. 
Whether this desirable object will be best promoted by affording aids to seminaries 
of learning already established ; by the institution of a national university ; or by any 
other expedients—will be well worthy of a place in the deliberations of the Legislature. 


Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

Isaw, with peculiar pleasure, at the close of the last session, the resolution entered 
into by you, expressive of your opinion that an adequate provision for the support of the 
public credit, is a matter of high importance to the national honor and prosperity. In 
this sentiment I entirely concur. And to a perfect confidence in your best endeavors 
to devise such a provision as will be truly consistent with the end, I add an equal re- 
lance on the cheerful co-operation of the other branch of the Legislature. It would 
be superfluous to specify inducements to a measure, in which the character and per- 
manent interests of the United States are so obviously and so deeply concerned, and 
which has received so explicit a sanction from your declaration. 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Representatives: 


1 have directed the proper officers to lay before you, respectively, such papers and 
estimates as regard the affairs particularly recommended to your consideration, and ne- 
eed to convey to you that information of the state of the Union, which it is my duty 
to afford. 

The welfare of our country is the great object to which our cares and efforts ought 
to be directed; and I shall derive great satisfaction from a co-operation with you, in the 
pleasing, though arduous task, of ensuring to our fellow-citizens the blessings which 
‘they have a right to expect from a free, efficient, and equal Government.

` Mr. Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Baldwin reported that the committee had, 
according to order, had the said Address under consideration, and made no amend- 
ment thereto, i 

Resolved unanimously, That this House doth agree to the said Address, in the words 
following, to wit: : ` 

Sın: The Representatives of the People of the United States have taken into con- 
sideration your Speech to both Houses of Congress, at the opening of the present 
session. 

We reciprocate your congratulations on the accession of the State of North Carolinas 
an event which, while it is a testimony of the increasing good will towards the Govern- 
ment of the Union, cannot fail to give additional dignity and strength to the American 
Republic, already rising in the estimation of the sord, in national character and rese 
pectability. 

The information that our measures of the last session have not proved dissatisfactory 
to our constituents, affords us much encouragement at this juncture, when we are 
resuming the arduous task of legislating for so extensive an empire. 

Nothing can be more gratifying to the Representatives of a free People, than the 
reflection that their labors are rewarded by the approbation of their fellow citizens. - 
Under this impression, we shall make every exertion to realize their expectations, and 
to secure to them those blessings which Providence has placed within their reach. Stil 
prompted by the same desire to promote their interests which then actuated us, we 
shall, in the present session, diligently and anxiously pursue those measures which shall 
appear to us conducive to that end. - 

- We concur with you in the sentiment, that agriculture, commerce, and manufactures, 
are entitled to legislative protection, and that the promotion of science and litera- 
ture will contribute to the security of a free Government; in the progress of our deli- 
berations we shall not lose sight of objects so worthy of our regard. ' 

The various and weighty matters which you have judged necessary to recommend to ` 
our attention, appear to us essential to the tranquillity and welfare of the Union, and 
claim our early and most serious consideration. We shall proceed, without delay, to 
* bestow on them that calm discussion which their importance requires. 

We regret that the pacific arrangements pursued with regard to certain hostile tribes of 
indians, have not been attended with that success which we had reason to expect from 
them: We shall not hesitate to concur in such further measures as muy best obviate any 
ill effects which might be apprehended from the failure of those negotiations. 

Your approbation of the vote of this House, at the last session, respecting the provi- 
sion for the public creditors, is very acceptable to us. The proper mode of carrying 
that resolution into effect being a subject in which the future character and happiness 
of these States are deeply involved, will be among the first to descrye our attention, 
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The prosperity -of the United States is the primary object of all our deliberations; 
and we cherish the reflection that every measure which we may adopt for its advance- 
ment, will not only receive your cheerful concurrence, but will, at the same time, 
derive from your co-operation, additional efficacy, in insuring to our fellow citizens the 
blessings of a free, efficient, and equal Government. 

Resolved, That Mr. Speaker, attended by the House, do present the said Address; 
and that Mr. Smith, of South Carolina, Mr. Clymer, and Mr. Lawrance, be a committee 
to wait on the President, to know when and where it will be convenient for him to re- 
ceive the same. 

A message in writing was received from the President of the United States, by the 
Secretary of War, accompanied by a statement of the Southwestern Frontier and of 
the Indian Department; which were partly read. ‘ 

And then the House adjourned until to-morrow morning eleven o’clock.

ments, which, in either case, shall be valid to all intents and purposes as part of the 
said Constitution, when ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the several States, 
or by Conventions in three-fourths thereof, as the one or the other mode of ratification 
may be proposed: by the Congress. And whereas, at a session of the United States, 
begun and held atthe city of New York, on Wednesday, the fourth day of March, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty-nine, it was resolved by the

`u That, on the twentieth day of June, one thousand sevei hundred and eighty-five, 
and subsequent to your memorialist’s resignation of his office of Superintendent, the’ 
* Congress passed a resolution in the words following: “ Resolved, That three commis« 
-** sioners be appointed, to iwere into the receipts and expenditures of public moneys _ 
** during the administration of the late Superintendent of Finance; and to examine and 
* adjust the accounts of the United States with that Department during his administra- 
** tion, and to report a state thereof to Congress ;” which resolution; to pérsons un- 
-acquainted with-the nature of the office, and the mode of.conducting the business of 
. the Department, gave occasion to the supposition that your memorialist had. accounts 
» both difficult and important to settle with the United States in respect to his official 
$ transactions. That, though your memorialist foresaw -the disagreeable consequences 
“which might result to himself from the diffusion of such ani opinion, he, notwithstand- 
 Jng, not only forbore any representation on the subject, but scrupulously avoided every 
. species of interference, direct or indirect, lest it should be imagined either that he was 
~ actuated by the desire of obtaining from Congress those marks of approbation which 
had, in repeated instances, been bestowed on the servants of the public, or that he 
feared to meet the proposed investigation. Respect for the Sovereign of the United 
“States, concurring with motives of delicacy to forbid even the appearance of asking 
‘what, if merited, it was to be presumed would be conferred, (as being the proper re- 
-- ward of services, not of solicitation, ) and a firm confidence in the rectitude of his con- 
‘duet, leaving your memorialist no inducement to evade any inquiry into it which it 
might be thought fit to institute- 
: That your memorialist, taking it for granted that the reasons which had produced a 
determination to establish a mode of inquiry into the transactions of the most important 
-_ office under the Government, would have ensured the prosecution of the object till it 
had been carried into effect, long remained in silent expectation of the appointment of 
commissioners, according to the resolution which had been entered into for that pur- 
pose. Butit has so happened, from what cause your memorialist will not undertake to 
explain, that no further steps have ever been taken in relation to it; and your memo- 
rialist has remained exposed to the surmises which the appearance of an intention to 
inquire into his conduct had a tendency to excite, without having been afforded an op- 
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portunity of obviating them. That the unsettled condition of certain accounts of a come 
mercial nature between the United Statcs and the late house of Willing, Morris, and 
Company, and your memorialist, prior to his appointment of Superintendent of the Fi- 
nances, having been confounded with his transactions in that capacity, your memorialist 
has, in various ways, been subjected to mjurious imputations on his official conduct, the 
only fruits of services, which, at the timc they were rendered, he trusts he may, without 
incurring the charge of presumption, affirm, were generally esteemed both important 
and meritorious, and were at least rendered with ardor and zeal, with unremitted at-` 
tention, and unwearied application. 

That your memorialist, desirous of rescuing his reputation from the aspersions thrown 
upon it, came in the month of October, 1788, to the City of New York, as well for the 
purpose of urging the appointment of commissioners to inspect his official transactions, 
as for that of procuring an adjustment of the accounts which existed previous to his 
administration. But the first object was frustrated by the want of a sufficient number 
of members to make a Congress, and the last was unavoidably delayed by the prelimi- 
nary investigations requisite on the part of the Commissioner named by the late Board , 
of Treasury, towards a competent knowledge of the business. That inthe month of  , 
February, 1789, your memorialist returned to New York for the same purposes, but the |

[The Constitution of the United States of America precedes the following Ratification. ; 


Ratification of the Constitution by the Conrention of the State of Rhode Island and Pro- 
vidence Plantations. 


te We, the Delegates of the People of the State of Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations, duly elected and met in Convention, having maturely considered the Cor 
stitution for the Umited States of America, agreed to on the seventcenth day of Sep- 
tember, in the year one thousand seven hundred and eighty-seven, by the Convention 
then assembled at Philadelphia, in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, (a copy where- 
of precedes these presents,) and having also seriously and deliberately considered the 
present situation of this State, do declare and make known: 

First. That there are certain natural rights, of which men, when they form a so- 
cial compact, cannot deptive or divest their posterity, among which are the enjoyment 
of life and liberty, with the means of acquirmg, possessing, and protecting property, 
and pursuing and obtaining happiness and safety. 

Second. That all power is naturally vested in, and consequently derived from, the 
People; that magistrates, therefore, are their trustees and agents, and at all times ime- 
nable to them. 

Third. That the powers of Government may be reassumed by the People, whenso- 
ever it shall become necessary to their happiness. That the nghts of the States re- 
spectively to nominate and appoint all State officers, and every other power, jurisdic- 
tion, and riglit, which is not by the said Constitution clearly delegated to the Congress 
of the. Unitcd States, or to the Departments of Government thereof, remain to the 
People of the several States, or their respective State Governments, to whom they may 
have granted the same; and that those clauses in the said Constitution, which declare 
that Congress shall not have or exercise certain powers, do not imply that Congress is 
entitled to any powers not given by the said Constitution; but such clauses are to be 
construed as exceptions to certain specified powers, or as inserted merely for greater 
caution. 

Fourth. That religion, or the duty which we owe to our Creator, and the manner of 
discharging it, can be directed ouly by reason and conviction, and not by force or vio- 
Tence; and therefore all men have an equal, natural, and unalienable right to the exer- 
cise of religion, according to the dictates of conscience; and that no particular reli- 
gious sect or society ọught to be favored or established by law, in preference to 
others. 

Fifih. That the Legislative, Executive, and Judiciary powers of Government should 
be separate and distinct; and that the members of the two first may be restrained from 
oppression, by feeling and purticipating the public burthens, they should, at tixed pe- 
nods, be reduced to a private: station, return into the mass of the People, and the var 
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cancies be supplied by certain and regular elections; in which all or any part of the 
former members to be eligible, or ineligible, as the rules of the Constitution of Govern- 
ment and the laws shall direct. 

Sixth. That elections of Representatives in Legislatures ought to be free and fre- 
quent, and all men having sufficient evidence of permanent common interest with, and 
Attachment to the community, ought to have the right of suffrage; and no aid, charge, 
tax, or fee, can be set, rated, or levied upon the People, without their own consent, or 
that of their Representatives so elected, nor can they be bound by any law to which 
they have not in like manner consented for the public good. 

Seventh. That all power of suspending laws, or the execution of laws, by any au- 
thority, without the consent of the Representatives of the People in the Legislature, 
is injurious to their rights, and ought not to be exercised. i 

ighth. That in all capital and criminal prosecutions, a man hath a night to demand 
the cause and nature of his accusation, to be confronted with the accusers and wit-. 
nesses, to call for evidence and be allowed counsel in his favor, and to a fair and speedy 
trial by an impartial jury of his vicinage, without whose unanimous consent he cannot 
be found guilty, (except in the government of the land and naval forces, ) nor can he 
be compelled to give evidence against himself: 

Ninth. That no freeman ought to be taken, imprisoned, or disseized, of his freehold, 
liberties, privileges, or franchises, or outlawed, or exiled, or in any manner destroved or 
deprived of his life, liberty or property, but by the trial by jury, or by the law of the land. | 

Tenth. That every freeman restrained of his liberty, is entitled to a remedy, to in- 
quire into the lawfulness thereof, and to remove the same if unlawful, and that such 
remedy ought not to be denied or delayed. 

Eleventh. That in controversies respecting property, and in suits between man and 
man, the ancient trial by jury, as hath been exercised by us and our ancestors, from the 
time whereof the memory of man is not to the contrary, is one of the greatest securi- 
ties to the rights of the People, and ought to remain sacred and inviolable. 

Twelfth. That every freeman ought to obtain right and justice, freely and without 
sale, completely and without denial, promptly and without delay; and that all establish- 
ments or regulations contravening these rights, are oppressive and unjust. 

Thirteenth. That excessive bail ought not to be required, nor excessive fines im- 
posed, nor cruel or unusual punishments inflicted: 

Fourteenth. That every person has a right to be secure from all unreasonable searches 
and seizures of his person, his papers, or his property; and therefore, that all warrants 
to search suspected places, or setze any person, his papers or his property, without in- 
formation upon oath or affirmation of sufficient cause, are grievous and oppressive; and 
that all general warrants (or such in which the place or person suspected are not par- 
ticularly designated) are dangerous, and ought not to be granted. f 

Fifteenth. "That the People have a right peaceably to assemble together, to consult 
for their common good, or to instruct their Representatives; and that every person has 
avight to petition or apply to the Legislature for redress of grievances. 

Sixteenth. That the People have aright to freedom of speech, and of writing and 
publishing their sentiments. ‘That freedom of the press is one of the greatest bulwarks 
of liberty, and ought not to be violated. 

Seventeenth. "That the People have a right to keep and bear arms; that a well regu- , 
lated militia, including the body of the People capable of bearing arms, is the proper, 
natural, and safe defence of a free State; that the militia shali not be subject to martial 
law, except in time of war, rebellion, or insurrection; that standing armies in time of 
peace, are dangerous to liberty, and ought not to be kept up, except in cases of neces- 
sity; and that at all times the military should be under strict subordination to the civil 
power; that in time of peace no soldier ought to be quartered in any house without 
the consent of the owner, and in time of war only by the civil magistrate, in such man- 
ner as the law directs. 

Eighteenth. That any person religiously scrupulous of bearing arms, ought to be 
exempted upon payment of an equivalent to employ another to bear arms in his steat. 

Under these impressions, and declaring that the rights aforesaid cannot be abridged 
or violated, and that the explanations aforesaid are consistent with the said Constitution, 
and in confidence that the amendments hereafter mentioned will receive an early and 
mature consideration, and conformably to the fifth article of said Constitution, spcedity 
become a part thereof—We the said delegates, in the name and in the behalf of the 
People of the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, do, by these presents, 
assent to aud ratify the said Constitution. In full confidence, nevertheless, that until 
the amendments hereafter proposed ond undermentioned. shall be agreed to and rti 
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‘fed, pursuant to the aforesaid fifth article, the militia of this State will not be continued 
in service out of this State for a longer term than six weeks, without the consent of 
the Legislature thereof; that the Congress will not make or alter any regulation in this 
State respecting the times, places, and manner, of holding elections for Senators or Re- 
presentatives, unless the Legislature of this State shall neglect or refuse to make laws 
or regulations for the purpose, or from any circumstance be incapable of making the 
same, and that in those cases such power will only be exercised until the Legislature of 
this State shall make provision in the premises; that the Congress will not lay direct 
taxes within this State, but when the moneys arising from the impost, tonnage, and eX- 
cise, shall be insufficient for the public exigencies, nor until the Congress shall have 
first mace a requisition upon this State to assess, levy, and pay, the amount of such re- 
quisition, made agreeable to the census fixcd in the said Constitution, in such way and 
manner as the Legislature of this State shall judge best, and that the Congress will 
not, lay any capitation or poll-tax.

And the Convention do, in the name and behalf of the People of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations, enjoin it upon their Senators and Representative 
or Representatives which may be elected to represent this State in Congress, to exert 
all their influence, and use all reasonable means, to obtain 2 ratification of the following 
amendinents to the said Constitution, in the manner prescribed therein, and in all laws 
to be passed by the Congress in the mean time, to conform to the spirit of the said 
amendments, as far as the Constitution will admit. 


AMENDMENTS. 


First. The United States shall guaranty to each State its soverci ty, freedom, and 
independence, and every power, jurisdiction, and right, which is not B this Constitution 
expressly delegated to the United States, 

Second. That Congress shali not alter, modify, or interfere in, the times, places, or 
manner, of holding elections for Senators and Representatives, oreither of them, except 
when the Legislature of any State shall neglect, refuse, or be disabled by invasion or 
rebellion, to prescribe the same, or in case when the provision made by the State is so 

. imperfect as that no consequent election is had, and then only until the Legislature of 
such State shall make provision in the premises. 

Third. Tt is declared by the Convention, that the judicial power of the United States, 
m cases in which a State may be a party, does not extend to criminal prosecutions, or 
to authorize any suit by any person against a State: but to remove all doubts or con- 
troversies respecting the same, that it be especially expressed as a part of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, that Congress shall not, d.rectly or indirectly, either by them- 
selves, or through the Judiciary, interfere with any one of the States, in the redemption 
of paper money already emitted, and now in circulation, orin liquidating or discharging 
the public securities of any onc State ; that each and every State shall have the exclusive 
‘right of making such laws and regulations for the before mentioned purpose as they 
shall think proper. 

Fourth. That no amendments to the Constitution of the United States, hereafter to 
be made pursuant to the fifth article, shall take effect, or become a part of the Constitu- - 
tion of the United States, after the ycar one thousand seven hundred and ninety-three, 
without the consent of eleven of the States heretofore united under the Confederation. 

Fifth. That the judicial powers of the United States shall extend to no possible case 
where the cause of action shall have originated before the ratification of this Constitution ; 
except in disputes between States about their territory, disputes between persens 
claiming ‘lands under grants of different States, and debts due to the Umted States. 

Sizth. That no person shall be compelled to do military duty otherwise than by 
voluntary enlistment, except in cases of general invasion ; any thing in the second pars- 
graph of the sixth article of the Constitution, or any law made under the Constitution, to 
the contrary notwithstanding. i : 

Seventh. That no capitation or poll tax shall ever be laid by Congress. š 

Eighth. In cases of dircct taxes, Congress shall first make requisitions on the several 
States to assess, levy, and pay, their respectiye proportions of such requisitions, in such 
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way and manner as the Legislatures of the several States shall judge best: and in case 
any State shall neglect or refuse to pay its proportion pursuant to such requisition, then 
Congress may assess and levy such State’s proportion, together with interest at the rate 
of six per cent. per annum, from the time prescribed in such requisition. 

Ninth That Congress shall lay no direct taxes without the consent of the Legistatures 
ot three fourths of the States in the Union. 

Tenth. That the Journals of the proceedings of the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives shall be published as soon as conveniently may be, at least once in every year; 
except such parts thereof relating to treaties, alliances, or military operations, as in their 
judgment require secrecy. 

Bleventh. That regular statements of the reccipts and expenditures of all public 
moneys, shall be published at least once a year. 

Twelfth. As standing armies in time of peace are dangerous to liberty, and ought not 
to be kept up except in cases of necessity, and as at all times the military should be 
under strict subordination to the civil power, that therefore no standing army or regular 
troops shall be raised or kept up in time of peace. 

Thirteenth. That no moneys be borrowed on the credit of the United States, without 
the assent of two-thirds of tlie Senators and Representatives present in each House. “ 

Fourteenth. That the Congress shall not declare war without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the Senators and Representatives present in each House.
